~ith  the  first  official  estimate  of  the  Argentine  wheat  crop  for 
1933  and  several  revisions  for  other  countries,  total  production  in  42 
countries,  exclusive  of  China  and  Russia,  reached  3,509,947,000  bushels 
as  comcared  with  3, 694, 655,000  harvested  by  the  same  countries  in  1932- 
The  Argentine  forecast  of  256,174,000  bushels  denotes  a  crop  20,795,000 
bushels  or  6.8  percent  larger  than  that  of  1932  and  16,375,000  bushels 
or  5.8  percent  above  the  average  of  239,793,000  bushels  produced  in  the 
five-year  period,  1928-1932,  although  the  area  sown  is  estimated  at 
19,552,000  acres  as  compared  with  19,790,000  acres  sown  in  1932. 

Estimates  of  1933  rye  production  in  22  countries  reporting  now 
total  1,025,640,000  bushels,  which  is  3.2  percent  above  the  1932  rye 
harvest  of  the  same  countries.    The  Argentine  crop  was  estimated  at 
10,073,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  of  22  percent  from  the  1932 
outturn  of  12,991,000,  but  is  25  percent  above  the  five-year  average  for 
1928-1932. 


Summary  of  wheat  and  rye  -production  estimates 
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Oriental  market  conditions 

China,  imposes  duties  on  grains 

Iiaport  duties  effective  December  16  have  been  officially  announced 
by  the  Chinese  government  and  the  market  for  wheat  and  especially  flour 
continues  dull,  according  to  information  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the 
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Poreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  net?  duties  now  in  effect  in  gold  units 
per  100  piculs  with  United  States  current  exchange  values  in  parentheses 
are  :  Wheat  30  (8.5  cents  per  bushel)  and  flour  75  (69' cents  per  "barrel). 
A  duty  on  rice  of  100  customs  gold  untis  on  cleaned  rice  and  50  on  paddy 
rice  (  47  and  24-  cents  per  100  pounds  respectively)  is  also  imposed  so  that 
wheat  is  not  placed  at  a  comparative  disadvantage  with  rice.    A  10  percent 
ad  valorem  duty  is  also  being  applied  to  barley,  buckwheat ,  corn,  millet, 
oats,  rye  and  grains  not  otherwise  specified  in  the  tariff.     To  the  import 
duties  a  surtax  of  10  percent  of  the  duty  is  also  added. 

The  Chinese  Government  Syndicate  is  paying  the  duty  on  loan  wheat 
sold  before  November  17  but  on  loan  wheat  sold  after  this  date  millers  must 
pay  the  duty.    No  flour  has  been  sold  to  date  by  the  Wheat  Syndicate,  but 
it  is  indicated  that  the  Chinese  government  expects  that  loan  flour  will  pay 
duty.     It  is  also  believed,  the  Shanghai  representatives  state,  that  the 
Government  Wheat  Syndicate  may  have  to  pay  some  of  the  import  duty  on  wheat 
and  flour  to  obtain  business.     Several  large  mills  it  is  reported  having  low 
stocks  of  wheat  have  reduced  their  operations  and  will  probably  close  until 
foreign  wheat  arrives  about  the  first  of  January. 

J  apan    ( Tokyo ) 

Prospects  for  United  States  wheat  imports  are  now  quite  good  on  the 
Tokyo  market,  according  to  information  from  the  American  Consul  transmitted 
by  naval  radio  through  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Ser- 
vice.    The  trade  estimated  that  up  to  December  1,  37,000  tons  of  United  States 
wheat  has  been  booked.     No  large  orders  had  been  placed  recently  for  Australian 
wheat,  but  it  was  thought  that  some  Canadian  would  be  purchased  for  mixing 
purposes.     The  domestic  jlour    market  registered  weak  and  mill  operations  were 
dull,  but  a  good  export  demand  was  noted  and  above  normal  stocks  were  reported 
on  hand.    Export  mills  were  fairly  active. 

Wheat  imports  into  Japan  during  October  with  1932  comparisons  in 
parentheses  were  as  follows:     Canada,  303,731  bushels  (197,990);  Australia, 
1,232,196  bushels  (1,051,974);  others  1,040  (18);  total  1,595,967  bushels 
(1,249,982).    Hour  exports  for  the  month  totaled  341,380  barrels  as  compared 
with  218,133  barrels."  i  n  October  1932.    Wheat  prices  were  quoted  as  follows: 
Western  White  No„  2,  98  cents  per  bushel;  Canadian  No.  3,  104  cents;  domestic 
standard  grade,  87  cents  per  bushel;  and  Portland  wheat,  c.i.f.  Yokohoma,  61 
cents  per  bushel,  duty  and  landing  charges  excluded..     Wholesale  flour  at  the 
mill,  on  December  1,  was  quoted  at  $1.06  per  bag  of  49  pounds. 

European  bread  grain  situation 

Production 

Wheat  production  in  1933  as  estimated  for  19  continental  European 
countries,  exclusive  of  the  Danube  Basin  is  placed  at  1,264,889,000  bushels 
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as  compared  with  1,223,232,000  bushels  in  1932  and  the  five-year  average  1928- 
1932,  of  1,062,544,000  bushels,  according  to  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,    Where  available,  the  official  figures  of  each  country 
were  used  in  making  up  this  total  with  the  exception  of  Prance,  whose  production 
was  thought  to  be  nearer  349,000,000  bushels  than  the  338,663,000  bushels 
officially  reported.    That  the  1933  grain  crops  in  Germany  were  the  largest 
sirce  before  the  TCcrld  War  v/as  substantiated  by  the  final  official  estimates 
cited  in  the  report,    The  greatest  increase  noted  was  in  wheat  production,  the 
total  harvest  being  205,836,000  bushels  as  compared  with  185,827,000  bushels 
in  1932  and  the  five-year  agerage,  1926-1953  of  143,564,000  bushels.

Crou  conditions 


The  acreage  sawn  to  fall  grains  on  the  Continent  appeared  to  be  e quail 
to  if  not  slightly  above  that  of  1932,  according  to  the  Bureau' s . Berlin 
representatives.     Sowings,  however,  were  hampered  in  some  sections  by  drought, 
and  it  was  feared  that  the  mild  weather  generally  prevalent  during  November 
had  not  hardened  the  plants  sufficiently  to  avoid  heavy  winter  killing  should 
there  be  a  sudden  drop  in  temperature.    Field  mice,  too,  were  becoming  more 
or  less  troublesome  in  most  countries. 

Recent  rains  in  Germany    favored  fall  sowings  and  the  December  1  con- 
dition was  slightly  above  average.    Plantings  in  western  Germany  were  best 
advanced.    The  sowing.,  of  winter  cereals  in  France,  was  practically  completed 
by  the  last  of  November,  and  conditions  were  generally  good  until  recent  rains 
caused  some  flooding  in  the  RhQne  Valley  and  in  the  southern  and  southeastern 
sections.    Acreage  of  winter  wheat  was  said  to  be  about  equal  to  that  of  last 
year.    Prospects  varied  considerably  in  Czechoslovakia;  the  best  conditions 
prevailed  in  Slovakia,  while  in  Bohemia  the  fields  were  thought  to  be  celow 
average.     Dry  weather  handicapped  sowings  in  some  regions.     For  the  country 
as  a  whole,  conditions  were  considered  not  so  good  as  in  1932,  out  still 
somewhat  above  average.    The  condition  of  winter  wheat  and  winter  rye  m 
Austria,  on  October  51,  was  better  than  on  the  same  date  in  1932,  hut  cool 
weather  made  development  slow,  especially  of  wheat.    On  October  15,  crop  con- 
ditions in  Polant  were  above  average,   "cut  not  quite  so  good  as  on  the  saao 
date  in  1932 • 

Market  conditions 

Trade  in  both  domestic  and  foreign  wheat  on  continental  markets  improved 
during  November  the  Berlin  representatives  point  out.    The  trade  appears  to 
have  adjusted  itself ,  partially,  at  least,  to  the  many  governmental  restrictions 
introduced  around  the"  begin  ring  of  the  present  marketing  season  and  an  improved 
demand  for  flour  has  lately  been  evident.     Domestic  wheat  prices  on  the  Continent 
remained  almost  unchanged  throughout  the  nionth  not  only  in  Germany  and  France 
where  prices  are  fixed  but  in  other  countries  as  well.     On  the  other  land  prices 
on  the  Rotterdam  futures  market  sfl  wed  a  substantial  rise  despite  the  fluctuation 
experienced  throughout  the  month* 
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The  improved  trade  in  domestic  wheat  was  noted  in  Germany  and  other 
central  European  countries  as  well  as  in  Belguim  .and  Holland  "but  business 
continued  very  unsatisfactory  in  Prance.  .  Import  "buying  was  also  generally 
improved  with  Prance  again  the-  exceptio  n,    Purchases  by  the  latter  were 
confined  mostly  to  durum  wheat  for  semolina.     Continental  wheat  stocks  as 
near  as  they  can  be  measured  it  is  reported  differed  little  on  November  15 
from  those  of  a  month  earlier.    Port  'stocks  on  November  15  were  lower  than 
the  previous  month,  but  much  above  the  same  date  a  year  ago.    A  sharp  decline 
in  Antwerp  stocks  was  partially  offset  by  increases  at  Rotterdam  and  other 
ports.     World  shipments  of  wheat  to  all  of 'Europe  from  the  first  of  August 
to  the  middle  of  November  this  year  were  about  the  same  as  during  the  same 
period  last  year  but  only  60  percent  of  the  amount  shipped  in  the  corresponding 
period  in  1931. 

With  the  exception  of  Prance  as  noted  above  there  has  been  no  action 
on  the  part  of  continental  countries,  official  or  otherwise,  to  reduce  or 
even  to  prevent. a  further  increase  in  the  wheat  acreage  and  reports  of  in- 
creased sowings  are  surprisingly  frequent. 


PEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  f eed  grain  information 

The  1933  production  of  barley  in  38  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
1,259,-949,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  of  more  than  12  percent  from  the 
production  in  the  same  countries  last  year.     The  estimate  of  the  United 
States  crop  has  been  lowered  to  156,104,000  bushels,  only  a  little  more  than 
half  as  large  as  that  of  last  year.     The  first  estimate  of  the  barley  crop 
in  Scotland  is  estimated  at  2,564,000  bushels,  which  is  13.5  per  cent  below 
tne  pro  duct i  on  oi  la  st  year,  and  the  smallest  harvest  on  record.     The  estimate 
for  England  and  Wales  has  been  increased  a  little  to  29,441,000  bushels, 
which  is  about  18  percent  below  the  production  of  last  year,  and  is  also  the 
smallest  harvest  on  record.     In  Argentina  the  crop  is  forecast  at  35,365,000 
bushels,  or  10  percent  above  the  production  of  1932-33,  and  is  the  largest 
harvest  on  record*     I  ha  Algeria  the  estimate  of  the  crop  has  been  increased  to 
32,518,000  bushels,  which  is  about  5  percent  larger  than  that  of  last  year, 
but  8  percent  below  the  average  production  during  the  past  five  years.  A. 
summary  table  of  barley  production  is  given  on  page  .     The  first  estimate 

of  the  area  sown  to  barley  in  Denmark  is  860,000  acres,  which  is  a  little 
larger  than  that  of  last  year,  but  is  slightly  below  the  5-year  average. 

The  1933  oats,  production  in  32  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
2,922,037,000  bushels,  which  is  about  16  percent  below  that  of  1932.  The 
December  estimate  of  the  United  States  crop  has  been  increased  to  722,485,000 
bushels,  or  58  percent  of  last  year's  crop.     The  first  estimate  of  the  oats 
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crop  in  Scotland  is  48,570,000  bushels,  which  is  7  percent  below  that  of 
1932,  but  only  slightly  below  the  average  production  during  the  past  five 
years.     The  estimate  for  England  and  Wales  has  been  increased  to  85,841,000 
bushels,  but  is  still  the  smallest  harvest  since  1691.    The  production 
in  Argentina  is  forecast  at  53,146,000  bushels,  the  smallest  harvest  since 
that  of  1927-28.     In  Algeria  the  oats  estimate  has  been  reduced  to  8,887,000 
bushels,  and  although  above  that  of  last  year,  it  is  29  percent  below  the 
past  five-year  average.    A  summary  of  oats  production  is  given  on  page  729  . 
The  first  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  oats  in  Denmark  is  937,000  acres, 
which  is  the  smallest  acreage  since  1918. 

The  1933  corn  production  in  19  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
3,155,431,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  about  19  percent  from  that  of  the  same 
countries  last  year.    The  United  States  estimate  has  been  increased  a  little 
to  2,330,237,000  bushels,  about  four-fifths  as  large  as  last  year's  crop. 
The  1933  corn  crop  in  Egypt  is  estimated    at  54,406,000  bushels,  which  is 
28.5  percent    below  that  of  1932,  and  is  the  smallest  harvest  on  record.  A 
summary  table  of  corn  production  is  found  on  page  729  •    Talbes  showing  current 
feed  grain  trade  and  prices  are  found  on  page.  730. 

Canadian  feeders  desire  lower  duty  on  corn 

In  Canada  corn  not  for  purposes  of  distillation  or  for  use  in  the 
manufacture  of  starch  or  cereal  products  for  human  consumption  was  formerly 
admitted  free  of  duty  from  all  countries,  according  to  a  report  from  Assistant 
Commercial  Attache  North.     It  is  now  free  of  duty  under  the  British  preferential 
tariff,  but  is  subject  to  a  duty  of  20  cents  a  bushel  under  the  intermediate 
tariff  which  ap  lies  to  Argentina,  and  25  cents  a  bushel  under  the  general 
tariff  which  applies  to  imports  from  the  United  States.    The  poultry  and  feed 
industry  have  felt  that  they  were  being  crippled  by  a  scarcity  of  corn  and  be- 
cause no  corn  was  being  received  in  Canada  from  South  Africa,  and  have  urged 
that  they  be  allowed  to  import  from  Argentina  and  the  United  States  at  a  lower 
tariff  rate. 


RICE 

Netherlands  considers  favoring  colonial  rice 

Curtailment  of  foroign  rice  supplies  in  tho  Netherlands  market  in  the 
interest  of  the  colonial  product  is  under  consideration  for  early  1934, 
according  to  Vice  Consul  W.  M.  Chase  at  -\aisterdam.    At  present,  British  India 
is  the  leading  source  of  supply.    Rough  rice  constitutes  the  bulk  of  the 
Netherlands  trade  in  rice  imports,  total  imports  of  such  rice  reaching  195,300 
metric  tons  (430,558,000  pounds)  in  1931.     Formerly,  grain  was  the  second 
source  of  irnrortance  but  since  1931  that  position  has  been  taken  by  Japan, 
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with  Netherlands,  East  Indies  in  fourth  place.     Imports  from  all  sources  fell 
off  sharply  in  1933,  out  rallied  to  117,700  metric  tons  ( 259., 481,000  pounds)  : 
in  the  first  10  months  of  1933.     In  the  same  1933  period,  imports  of  cleaned  ' 
rice  totaled  16,100  metric  tons  (35,494,000  pounds,  against  13,300  metric  ten's 
(29 ,321,000  pounds)  in  1932  and  25,200  tons  (55,556,000  pounds)  in  1931.  In 
recent  years,  Italy  and  the  United  States  have  alternated  as  the  leading  source 
the  American  figures  Varying  "between*  4,300  metric  tons  (9,480,000  pounds)  and 
6,300  metric  tons  (.13,889,000  pounds)  annually. 

It  is  not  yet  clear  what  form  the  restrictions  on  the  rice  trade  may 
take.    The  two  alternatives  being  given  most  serious  consideration  are  either 
additional  tariff  preference  for  Java  rice  or  an  import  quota  favoring  the 
Netherlands  colonial  product.    Assistance  to  Netherlands  rice  millers  alto 
is  involved  in  the  proposal,  the  millers  holding  that  I  tali an . government  aid 
and  American  depreciated  currency  are  giving  those  two  countries  an  advantage 
in  the  Netherlands  cleaned  rice  market.    The  local  trade  also  is  concerned 
with  the  diminishing  export  outlet  for  rice  milled  in  the  Netherlands,  a 
situation  which  has  intensified  interest  in  protecting  the  home  market  for 
cleaned  rice.    Exports  of  cleaned  rice  declined  from  89,400  metric  tons 
(197,091,000  pounds)  in  1931  to  39,900  metric  tons  (87,964,000  pounds)   in  the 
first  10  months  of  1233.    Prom  1927  to  1930  such  exports  averaged  77,200  metric 
tons  (170,195,000  pounds)  annually. 


COTTON 

Egyptian  cotton  ginnings  advance 

G-innings  of  the  1933  crop  of  Egyptian  cotton  to  the  end  of  November 
amounted  to  881,000  "bales  of  478  pounds  net  according  to  a  cable  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture.    Of  this  amount,  91,000  bales  were 
of  the  Sakellaridis  variety,  774,000  bales  of  other  varieties,  and  16,000 
"bales  of  linters.    This  compares  with  a  total  of  537,000  bales  at  the  same 
date  in  1932,  cf  which  103,000  "bales  were  of  the  Sakellaridis  variety  and 
422,000  of  other  varieties.    Although  a  slightly  higher  acreage  was  planted 
to  Sakellaridis  coo ton  this  season  than  in  1932,  ginnings  to  date  aro  running 
well  below  those  reported  last  season.    The  final  report  of  ginnings  of  the 
1932  season  was  1,005,000  bales,  the  lowest  since  1921,  and  the  area  planted 
to  cotton  last  season,  1,135,000  acres,  was  the  lowest  since  1896.    The  area 
planted  for  the  1933  crop  was  1,873,000  acres,  am  increase  of  65  percent  over 
the  1932  acreage. 

American  cotton  loses  ground  in  China 

The  price  of  American  cotton  at  Shanghai  was  fairly  steady  during  the 
month  ended  December  13,  but  Chinese  cotton  prices  were  lower,  according  to 
radioed  advices  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
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Bengal  cotton  was  priced  even  lower  than  the  Chinese  product.  Consequently, 
Tallying  of  the  American  staple  has  slowed  down  considerably.    The  Syndicate 
handling  cotton  in  connection  with  the  recent  American  loan  has  shown  some 
activity,  but. only  for  the  account  of  Chine se-cwned  mills.     It  is  apparent 
that  Japanese  mills  in  China  a.re  continuing  to  buy  directly  in  the  United 
States.    Ihe  Chinese  cotton  industry  in  general  continued  to  produce  during 
the.  month  at  about  the  same  levels  as  in  the  preceding  month  but  faced  a 
difficult  situation  on  account  of  the  decline  in  yarn  prices,  which  have 
reached  the  lowest  levels  in  recent  history.    Yarn  stocks  continue  to 
accumulate  as  a  result  of  a  slow  demand. 

The  new  Chinese  Cotton  Control  Commission  has  not  been  very  success- 
ful in  the  efforts  made  so  far  to  support  the  yam  market.     Serious  efforts 
are  being  made,  however,  to  improve  the  entire  Chinese  cotton  industry.  In 
that  connection,  low  prices  and  scanty  finances  have  made  for  a  difficult 
situation.    Total  Chinese  imports  of  cotton  in  October  amounted  to  27,316 
bales  of  500  pounds  of  which  24,479  were  American.    Arrivals  at  Shanghai 
in  1-Toverrber  reached  a  total  of  125,315  bales  of  which  13,823  were  American 
and  107,138  bales  domestic.     Stocks  of  American  cotton  at  Shanghai,  at 
31,550  bales  on  November  30,   showed  a  reduction  of  50  percent  in  three  months. 
Arrivals  of  native  cotton  have  continued  heavy. 


TOSACCO 

Italian  monopoly  announces  1934  acreage 

Italian  tobacco  growers  may  plant  98,593  acres  in  1934  for  the  use 
of  the  Tobacco  Monopoly,  according  to  an  announcement  forwarded  from  the 
Paris  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  figure  set  for  cro- 
dacing  tobacco  for  domestic  use  is  a  maximum  and  may  not  be  reached.  On 
the  other  hand,  should  the  whole  area  be  utilized  and  growers  want  to  grow 
more  for  export,  the  total  Italian  tobacco  acreage  next  year  may  be  larger 
than  the  figure  indicated.    The  total  1933  acreage  stood  at  84,824  acres, 
which  represented  the  low  point  reached  following  the  planting  of  107,775  acres 
in  1930.    The  1933  acreage  has  not  yet  been  divided  as  to  growths  for  monopoly 
and  export  use,  but  of  the  98,735  acres  planted  in  1932,  3,104  acres  were  in 
export  tobacco.    That  figure  was  slightly  scalier  than  the  1931  export  acreage. 
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DANUBE  BASIN  INCREASES  LARD  EXPORTS 

Lard  exports  from  the  three  Danube  Basin  countries,  Hungary,  Rumania, 
and  Yugoslavia,  totaled  about  13,615,000  pounds  for  the  first  11  months  of 
1933,  according  to  compilations  mad€  in  the  Belgrade  office  of  tho  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.    A  total  of  10,744,000  pounds  was  exported  in  the 
calendar  year  1932.    The  average  for  the  five  years  1927-1931  was  14,454,000 
pounds.    Total  lard  exports  for  the  whole  year  1933  are  expected  to  reach 
about  15,452,000  pounds.    That  figure  would  be  the  largest  since  1928,  when 
19,253,000  pounds  were  exported.    The  leading  outlet  for  such  lard  is 
Czechoslovakia,  where,  as  a  result  of  the  import  quotas  set  by  that  country, 
Danubian  lard,  especially  Hungarian,  has  displaced  American  lard  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.    Indications  are  that  the  American  product  could  be  sold 
in  considerably  larger  volume  then  the  present  quota  system  permits. 

October  1933  imoort  quotas  for  lard,  in  pounds,  established  by 
Czechoslovakia  were  as  follows:     Hungary  661,380;  United  States  573,196; 
Netherlands,  507,053;  Yugoslavia  440,920;  Denmark  440,920;  Rumania  132,276. 
Actual  exports  from  Hungary  reached  727,518  pounds  and  590, 832  pounds  were 
admitted  from  the  United  States.    The  quota  figures  cited  for  Hungary, 
Yugoslavia  and  Denmark,  were  larger  than  the  average  monthly  imports  from  those 
countries  during  1932.    The  United  States  quota  was  not  only  smaller  than  that  of 
Hungary  but  was  also  considerably  below  the  average  monthly  receipts  of  such 
lard  in  1932.    The  quantity  actually  admitted  from  the  United  States  in  October 
was  somewhat  larger  than  the  average  monthly  direct  imports  of  1931  and  1932, 
but  well  under  such  figures  for  earlier  years.     In  the  two  recent  years 
indicated,  indirect  imports  of  the  American  product  would  make  monthly  aver- 
ages considerably  larger  than  the  total  accepted  from  the  United  States  in 
November  1933. 

The  table  on  page  726  indicates  the  former  prominent  position  held 
in  the  Czechoslovak  lard  import  trade  by  direct  imports  from  the  United 
States.    A  considerable  share  of  the  lard  recorded  as  imported  from  Hamburg 
and  Trieste  also  was  of  American  origin.    This  year  Hungary  has  been  especially 
anxious  to  secare  an  enlarged  outlet  for  lard.    The  1932  corn  crop  was  un- 
usually large,  with  the  result  that  more  hogs  than  usual  were  fed  to  lard 
weights.    The  accumulation  of  lard  stocks  stimulated  the  conclusion  of  the 
trade  agreements  with  Czechoslovakia  which  included  favorable  consideration 
of  the  Hungarian  product.    Other  nearby  countries  also  have  received  more 
lard  from  that  source  this  year.    Lard  from  Yugoslavia  and  Rumania  is  admitted 
only  under  certain  conditions  which  limit  materially  the  amount  eligible  for 
the  trade. 

Lard  from  Yugoslavia  is  allowed  entry  into  Czechoslovakia  only  if  sold 
to  a  government  controlled  consumer  cooperative  for  use  by  members.    In  view 
of  the  limited  capacity  of  the  cooperative,  such  imports  cannot  increase 
materially.    Rumania  has  made  very  little  use  of  its  lard  quota  for  Czechoslovakia 
The  Caech  importers  suggested  standard  production  methods  which  the  Rumanian 
government  made  obligatory  for  -oroducers.    The  cost  of  meeting  these  require- 
ments is  cited  as  hindering  the  Rumanian  export  trade.    Despite  an  active  export 
trade  in  Hungary  during  November,  lard  stocks  at  Budapest  have  remained  heavy, 
as  a  consequence  of  which  prices  showed  little  or  no  improvement.    The  slight 
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upward  tendency  late  in  the  nonth,  however',  resulted  J^ff^^°^ 
7eek  ended  November  25  of  about  14  cents  per  pound.    Tnat  'jf^J^f^ 
the  sane  as  the  dollar  levels  prevailing  earlier  m  the  month  when  tne  pengo 
values. were  somewhat  higher  than  at  the  end  of  tne  montn.

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CONTINENTAL  COTTON  TEXTILE  OPDERS  DEC  LUTE 

The  more  pessimistic  tone  noted  on  continental  European  textile  mar- 
kets in  recent  months  continued  up  to  early  December  according  to  Assistant 
Agricultural  Attache  D.  E.  Christy  at  Berlin.    The  volume  of  unfilled  orders 
declined  further  and,  considered  in  the  light  of  the  more  favorable  develop- 
ments earlier  this  year,  is  now  below  seasonal  expectations.    A  curtailment 
of  mill  activity  now  seems  imminent  as  new  orders  have  not:  been  sufficient 
to  prevent  a  decline  in  the  unfilled  orders  on  hand.     So  far,  however,:  such 
reductions  in  mill  activity  as  have  occurred  have  been  very  moderate,  and 
old  orders  are  still  sufficient  to  keep  mills  on  a  fair  level  of  occupation 
for  some  time  to  come.    Takings  of  American  cotton  by  continental  spinners 
during  the  four  weeks  ending  about  November  30  reached  330,000  bales.  That 
figure  was  somewhat  smaller  than  takings  of  the  preceding  four-week  period, 
but  was  considerably  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  periods  of  the  past 
2  years.    Cumulative  takings  for  the  period  August  1— November  30,  1933  stood 
at  1,366,000  bales.    That  figure  was  about  123,000  bales  more  than  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year,  and  larger  than  similar  takings  for  any 
year  since  1928 . 

With  the  exception  of  some  parts  of  Erance,  continental  spinners' 
sales  of  cotton  yarn  during  November  were  generally  quiet.    Business  in 
cotton  yarn  was  decidedly  handicapped  by  the  mild  weather  prevailing  through- 
out the  month.    Since  December  1,  however,  a  sharp  change  to  winter  weather 
has  been  experienced  throughout  the  Continent  which  is  expected  to  result 
in  increased  business  in  textiles.    The  November  slump  in  sales  was  accompanied 
by  scattered  reports  of  reduced  mill  activity.    Pertinent  data  for  November 
are  not  yet  available  but  in  view  of  the  declines  reported  during  September 
and  October,  it  is  certain  that  the  present  level  of  spinner  and  weaver  occupa- 
tion is  noticeably  below  that  of  the  middle  of  the  year.     Spinner  buying, 
however,  continued  in  fair  volume  during  November  and  price-fixing  also  was 
moderate.    German  spinners  showed  an  increased  buying  interest  immediately 
after  the  national  election,  but  that  also  slackened  later.    Trade  observers 
attribute  the  cautious  attitude  of  Eoropean  buyers  to  the  uncertainty  regarding 
currency  developments  in  the  United  States. 

In  Russia,  this  year's  cotton  procurings  were  nearing  completion  by 
early  December,  and  earlier  than  last  year.    At  that  time  there  seemed  little 
doubt  that  the  cotton  production  plan  would  be  largely  completed  by  December 
10,  the  date  fixed  by  the  government.    Total  procurings  for  the  Union  are 
reported  as  having  reached  Sh*l  percent  of  the  plan  by  November  20,  indicating 
a  considerable  improvement  over  last  year's  prepress.    By  November  25,  1932, 
procurings  stood  at  only  6S.5  percent.    The  better  results  this  year  appear 
to  be  largely  the  result  of  the  good  progress  made  in  Central  Asia  or  Turkestan, 
where  93  percent  of  the  plan  was  delivered  by  November  25.     Central  Asia  is  the 
chief  cotton  producing  region.     In  the  so-called  "new  cotton  regions",  however, 
developments  were  unsatisfactory,  with  procurings  in  Ukraine  less  than  1  per- 
cent of  the  plan  by  November  30.    Weather  conditions  were  unfavorable,  as  was 
the  grov/ers1  attitude  toward  what  is  regarded  as  a  very  secondary  crop  in  that 
region.
